Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-43 and 45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
contains allowable subject matter for at least the reason that the prior art of record fails 
to teach or reasonably suggest a radiological imaging apparatus having means for 
supporting an object tray and an object thereon comprising source, imaging, 
compression, carriage means, the means for compression having a direction of mobility 
relative to the mobile carriage that is other than a direction of compression of the object, 
the means for compression comprising means for identification of the means for 
compression cooperating with means for reading of the mobile carriage regardless of a 
lateral displacement of the means for compression relative to the means for reading, the 
means for reading cooperating with a control device of the apparatus for providing an 
image of the object, as claimed. While art such as Defreitas (US 2005/0063509) and 
Zimmermann (US 2004/0064027) teach means for identifying interchangeable parts of 
radiological imaging apparatus, Zimmermann fails to teach identification regardless of a 
lateral displacement of the interchangeable part, and Defreitas fails to teach the means 
for compression comprising a means for identification that cooperates with a control 
device for providing an image of the object. Claim 43 contains allowable subject matter 
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for at least the reason that the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
radiological imaging apparatus having a column for supporting an object tray and an 
object thereon comprising a source, an imaging device, a compression pad, a mobile 
carriage, and a plurality of identification tracks disposed at the compression pad for 
identifying the compression pad, a track readier for cooperating with the identification 
tracks regardless of a lateral displacement of the compression pad relative to the track 
reader and a processor controlled device cooperating with the track reader for providing 
information for imaging the object, as claimed. Claims 2-42 and 45 contain allowable 
subject matter at least by virtue of their dependency.
